London, J une 24

as Germany massed her battle 
fleet in Spanish waters in the 
face of a warning Britain would 
“ regard most seriously ” any act 
of reprisal against the Valencia 
gov ernment.

This fear was believ ed to hav e 
inspired the warning of 
the 
British ambassador in Berlin, 
Sir Nev ile M. Henderson, that his 
gov ernment would take a seri- 
ous v iew of any hostile action 
against Valencia. 
The sudden maneuv ering of 
German warships around

Spanish peninsula puzzled Lon­ 
don officials, who found it hard 
to reconcile with Germany ’s pro­ 
fessed eagerness to prev ent fur­ 
ther incidents to her ships. 
Germany and Italy withdrew 
from the 27 -nation hands-off- 
Spain committee’s patrol y ester­ 
day in indignation at British and 
French refusal to grant demands 
for a four-power nav al demon­ 
stration in Spanish waters as a 
warning against any further a t­ 
tacks on v essels of the patrol 
maintained by the four nations. 
They did not, howev er, with­ 
draw their warships from Spain. 
Germany , in fact, ordered her 
fleet in the Mediterranean re­ 
inforced by the pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee.

sons. 
Hopkins estimated that this 
goal—a 314 ,7 59 reduction from 
the total on J une 5—would be 
reached by J uly 15. 
Relief officials said rolls were 
being cut “ simply through not 
replacing men who found jobs in 
priv ate industry ,” and by check­ 
ing the lists for ineligibles. 
Both house and senate hav e 
passed relief bills, and a joint 
committee has been appointed 
to compose minor differences. 
WPA employ ment shrank all 
through the weeks congress was 
debating relief, going under the 
2,000,000 late in May for the first 
time since Nov ember, 1985.

Washington, June 23 (A5)—Pre­ 
mier Paul Van Zeeland of Bel­ 
gium traveled here today for an 
informal conference on world 
economics 
which 
President 
Roosevelt said would cover ev­ 
erything from pole to pole. 
Civil 
and 
military 
officials 
were designated to ex tend a cere­ 
monial welcome to the visiting 
statesman and Mme. Van Zee­ 
land on their arrival shortly after 
noon. 
The tall, slender prime min­ 
ister has characterized his visit 
as a private courtesy call inci­ 
dent to his receipt of an honor­ 
ary degree from Princeton uni­ 
versity, where he once was a 
graduate student. 
It was an open secret, however, 


that b oth he and Mr. Roosevelt 
regarded their meeting as an op­ 
portunity, to ex change viewpoints 
on many important internation­ 
al sub jects. 
The 44-year-old Van Zeeland, 
an authority on economics and 
finance, was ex pected particular­ 
ly to set forth his views on Eur­ 
ope’s economic and fiscal prob ­ 
lems and to solicit the presi­ 
dent’s ideas on lowering interna­ 
tional trade b arriers. 
War deb ts and possib le formu­ 
lae for their settlement were ex ­ 
pected to b e among the topics 
discussed. Informed persons said, 
however, that neither Van Zee­ 
land nor the president intended 
to make any actual commitments 
on this or other sub jects. 
The presidential yacht Poto­ 
mac will b e the scene of most of 
the discussions during a short 
cruise down the Potomac river. 
The visitors will b e guests of 
honor tonight at a state dinner 
in the White House. 
Van Zeeland was the fourth 


foreign dignitary to b e a White 
House guest this year.

“Harmony ” conferences between 
President Roosev elt and Demo­ 
crats in congress will begin to­ 
morrow, almost on the ev e of 
senate debate ¥ ov er a measu re 
which has div ided p arty rank s — 
the cou rt reorganization bill. 
Majority Leader Robinson (D., 
Ark .) annou nced last night that 
the senate p robably wou ld tak e 
u p the cou rt bill late nex t week 
after p assage of ap p rop riation 
measu res req u ired by Ju ly 1. 
Most of the bill’s foes will be 
p resent at the three-day series 
of p arty meetings on seclu ded 
Jefferson island in Chesap eak e 
bay . 
Among them will be Senators 
Wheeler of M ontana, leader of 
the senate op p osition; Van Nu y s 
of Indiana, Bailey of North Car­ 
olina, and su ch ou tsp ok en hou se 
op p onents 
as 
Rep resentativ es 
Cox of Georgia and Lemneck of 
Ohio. 
Nearly all the Democrats tu rn­ 
ing . down the inv itations hav e 
p leaded p rev iou s engagements 
or illness. Only long-time crit­ 
ics of the p resident hav e dis­ 
closed a disinclination to attend. 
Best estimates from those in 
charge of the affair were that 
abou t 300 rep resentativ es and 
more than 60 senators wou ld be 
p resent. 
They will be div ided 
into three grou p s for Friday , Sat­ 
u rday and Su nday sessions. 
Democratic leaders hav e dis­ 
cou nted the p ossibility of seri­ 
ou s discu ssion of the cou rt issu e 
at the conferences, which they 
describe as p rimarily social.

FIRST HR. ENG. PROJECTS IRE 
OFFERED TO CLUB MEMBERS 


Lafay ette, Ind., June 24—In 
an effort to emphasize the im ­ 
portance of agricultural engin­ 
eering in the efficient and eco­ 
nomical operation of the farm 
and in the establishm ent of a 
comfortable, convenient, and a t­ 
tractive farm stead, Indiana 4-H 
club members are being offered 
this y ear for the first time a ser­ 
ies of projects including farm 
shop, farm building, farm drain­ 
age, farm machinery , and rural 
electrification. 
Club members enrolling in the 
farm shop activity are req uired 
to establish a home work shop 
through the aid and advice of lo­ 
cal club leaders. Besides keeping 
a complete record of shop tools, 
arrangem ent of shop, jobs done 
in the shop, and make plans for 
future addition of tools as m any 
be necessary , the members m ust 
learn to do a t least two of the 
following jobs; sharpen a saw, 
plane, auger bit, wood 
chisel, 
cold chisel, or rehandle a ham ­ 
mer. 
State 4-H club leaders, with 
headq uarters a t Purdue univer­ 
sity , report th a t considerable in­ 
terest has been shown in the 
farm buildings 
project, 
which 


req uires those enrolled in “Ag. ’ 
Engineering One 
to 
build

least two of the following: m ash 
feeder,

stand, 
wall 
nests, catching crate, chick feed­ 
er, w ater stand for chicks, hog 
waterer, self feeder, pig creep, 
hay rack, movable hog shade, 
hog chute, vaccination or castra­ 
tion 
trough, 
shipping

and shipping crate. Those en­ 
rolled in “Ag.”

FIRM POPULATION IS 


ON DECLINE,FIGURES

W ashington, June 24 (/P) — 
Agriculture departm ent econom ­ 
ists noted today a traditional 
sign of prosperity — a decline in 
the farm population. 
They said persons living on 
farm s a t the sta rt of this y ear 
totaled 31,7 29 ,000, a decrease of 
8 0.000 from January 1, 1936. It 
was the first decline since 1929. 
During 
prosperous 
periods, 
they 
ex plained, 
more 
y oung 
farm m en and women found 
jobs in cities and towns and 
fewer persons returned from ur­ 
ban 
centers 
to 
the 
country , 
where they a t least could find 
food and shelter. 
The 
economists 
estim ated 
7 16.000 babies were born to farm 
women last y ear and th a t 349 ,- 
000 farm residents died. 
The movement from farm s to 
urban centers was estim ated at 
1.166.000 persons and the reverse 
trend at 7 19 ,000 persons. This 
net loss ex ceeded the gain of 
births over deaths. 
A lthough births were sm allest 
and deaths largest in more th an 
15 y ears, the economists said the 
biggest change last y ear was 
the sm aller num ber of persons 
returning to farm s from villages, 
towns and cities. The total was 
about 100,000 lower th an 1935. 
The severe drought in 
the 
prairie states reduced popula­ 
tion of these areas more th an 
200,000. 
The 
peak 
farm 
population, 
census records show, was 32,- 
07 6,9 60 in 1910 and the low was 
30.169 .000 in 19 30. 
Present farm population, the 
economists said, was less th an 1 
per cent below the 1910 peak, 
although the country ’s total pop­ 
ulation has increased about 40 
per cent in the 27 y ears. 


ALFALFA IS NOW MORE 


POPULAR THIN CLOVER 


Lafay ette, Ind., June 24—Pop­ 
ular 
appreciation 
for 
alfalfa 
among Indiana farm ers is indi­ 
cated by increase in acreage in 
the state of 153 per cent in the 
ten y ear period from 1926 to 19 35, 
according to the specialists of 
agronomy departm ent of Purdue 
university . Clover, once the lead­ 
ing legume hay crop, has been 
surpassed in acreage by alfalfa. 
The acreage of alfalfa increased 
from 154,422 in 1926 to 39 1,255 
acres in 1935, while during the 
same period the red clover acre­ 
age increased only from 264,000 
to 325,0000. There were 25 coun­ 
ties in the state each with five 
thousand or more acres of alfal­ 
fa, in 19 35, compared to only 
eight counties in 1926.

IF PLANTS ARE received dried 
out &nd in bad condition, it is 
desirable to give them a thor­ 
ough soaking in water and then 
leave them in the cool cellar for 
a few day s. This treatment will 
work wonders in reviving them.

THE MOON FLOWER, which 
was a sensation two decades 
ago, is coming back into popu­ 
larity again. It is unrivaled as 
a cover for garages and out­ 
buildings and will grow thirty 
or forty feet in a season. The 
flowers are very attractive and 
unfold in the early dusk. 
• • • * 
IF YOU ARE going to use cut 
flowers from y our garden for the 
house, be sure there is mig­ 
nonette available. 
Its 
subtle 
fragrance is alway s attractive. 
A curious fact is that it is al­ 
way s more fragrant when grown 
in poor soiL• • e • 
SAVING SEED from y our an­ 
nual flowers is seldom success­ 
ful for the amateur gardener. 
Fertilization by bees and many 
other things will effect them un­ 
less y ou are ex pert. After all, 
the Initial cost of y our flower 
seeds is comparatively small. 
• • • • 
THERE IS A proper time to cut 
all flowers. Roses should be cut 
when the bud is about as soft as 
one’s finger. Poppies the night 
before they are going to open, 
Gladioli when the buds first be­ 
gin to open.• • • • 
A FEW HERBS are alway s a 
welcome addition to any garden. 
Lavender is particularly desir­ 
able. It should be dried slowly 
to insure lasting fragrance. Most 
herbs should be dried in bunches 
heads down.• • • • 
ZINNIAS make a beautiful flow­ 
ering hedge along the edge of 
y our walks and in addition their 
profuse blossoms provide ample 
cut flowers for the house. 
• • • • 
SNIP OFF all fading blooms 
every day or so to prevent seed 
formation which terminates the 
blooming period of most plants. 
Pansies need this attention con­ 
stantly . If the pansy seeds, it 
stops blooming at once. 


One reason for the rapid in­ 
crease in alfalfa acreage is th a t 
it outy ields clover and tim othy , 
especially in y ears of drouth, say 
the specialist. The state averag­ 
es show th a t alfalfa for hay out- 
y ieids clover and tim othy 
in 
y ears of drouth more th an 8 5 per 
cent and under favorable seasons 
by 50 per cent. A second reason 
why farm ers prefer alfafa is its 
persistence under all conditions. 
This past y ear red clover was de­ 
stroy ed by drouth following seed­ 
ing or by subseq uent w inter in­ 
jury . Although alfalfa has also 
suffered injury and in some cases 
a total loss, a large acreage still 
rem ains th a t will produce from 
half to a full hay crop. 
Alfalfa w ith tim othy , orchard 
grass or brome grass m akes one 
of the best pastures for all class­ 
es of live stock. Its advantage 
lies in its ability to produce good 
grazing 
during 
the 
h ot 
dry 
m onths. Some precautions m ust 
be tak en w ith alfalfa for pas-1 
tq re to avoid losses from bloat. 
The grass in the m ix ture tends 
to reduce this danger.
